Joseph H. Mills of

branch of Indiana Highway Associa­ 
tion, presided at the meeting and in­ 
troduced 
Charles 
Dindemuth 
of 
Richmond, who explained briefly the 
purpose of the meeting and what the 
good rods people 
hoped to accom­ 
plish at the next session of the leg­ 
islature. 
Mr. Lindemuth called a t­ 
tention to the last meeting of the 
kind held here and 
declared that 
sentiment had changed greatly in the 
last tw’o years. 
He reviewed briefly the provisions 
of bills pending in congress to give 
aid to states having highway depart­ 
ments. 
Indiana is one 
of the fBe 
states in the Union that has no such 
department. In order to secure Fed 
eral aid in road building it is first 
necessary to have a highway depart­ 
ment and Mr. Lindemuth ¿explained 
that this movement was on all over 
the state first by organizing the dis­ 
tricts and then the counties and the 
townships. In this manner it is hop 
ed to draw7 up a satisfactory bill t liai.

$25,820 and for Eleventh street, or

road $33,218. 
Both improvements are to be 
com­ 
pleted by November. 
An iron-clad 
contract was entered into bv 
the 
commissioners 
with the contractor 
and he is to pay a penalty of $25 
a day for each and every day after 
November 1 until the roads are com­ 
pleted. 
Tribble lias just started work on 
a 
three-mile 
stretch of road 
at 
Noblesville and for this reason there 
was some doubt as to whether 
lie 
could complete botli of the jobs here 
within the specified time.

not take one

on both, the commissioners

Richmond, who explained briefly the 
purpose'of the meeting and what the 
good rods people hoped to accom- 
plish at the next session of the leg- 
islature. Mr. Lindemuth called at- 
tention to the last meeting of the 
kind held here and ' declared that 
sentiment had changed greatly in the 
last two years. 


He reviewed briefly the provisions 


of bills pending in congress to give 
aid to states having highway depart- 
ments. 
Indiana is one of the five 


states in the Union that has no such 
department. In order to secure. Fed- 
eral aid in road building it is first 
necessary to have a highway depart- 
ment and Mr. Lindemuth ^explained 
that this movement was on all over 
the state first by organizing the dis- 
tricts and then the counties and the 
townships. In this manner it is hop- 
ed to draw up a satisfactory bill that

It is a mistake to believe that ar- 


mies and navies lie useless when not 
engaged in war. As a matter of 
fact armies and navies are the po- 
tential forces 
behind 
diplomacy 


when vital interests are at stake and 
their potentiality is in the 
back- 


ground and often 
the 
controlling 


factors in obviating the development 
of conditions that lead to war or 
that project nations into war, even 
at times against their own will. 


Let us not deceive ourselves by 


failing to see that tliis war has let 
loose throughout the world the spirit 
of conquest, the hunger for territory 
and the rivalry for domination on 
land and sea. Even our efforts to 
maintain our neutrality instead of 
making for us friends have made us 
envied, distrusted, and by some na- 
tions hated. But 'entirely-apart from 
the menace of foreign attack, if we 
arc to be affected .influenced either 
now or hereafter in the pr6motion or 
maintenance of the peace of 
the 


world, the measure of our influence 
will certainly not be in proportion to 
our weakness but in proportion to 
our available strength. It is said by 
some that to enlarge our naval and 
military forces will of itself be a 
provocative of war in that it 
will 


prompt the spirit of militarism. 


.Prof. John Bates Bates Clark, of 


the Carnegie. Endowment for Inter- 
national 
peace, speaking this 
af- 


ternoon, on "The European nations 
and the League Platform," gave it 
as his opinion that a league of na- 
tions to enforce peace could not be 
formed'by a union of the two alli- 
ances now fighting.
